CHICAGO, June 10.—Prof. Wil- 
liam B. Dodd, nominated by Presi- 
dent Rodsevelt today as Ambassa- 
dor to Germany, is an authority on 


American history who finished his 
education in Germany and pur- 
chased a Virginia farm for a source 
of recreation. Since 1908 he has 
been a professor of American his- 
tory at\the University of Chicago, 
serving as chairman of the depart- 
ment from 1927 until three months 
ago. 
He was an intimate friend of 
Woodrow Wilson, having written a 
biography and edited the public pa- 
pers of the war-time President, and 
has been a counsellor in Demo- 
cratic political campaigns for years. 
Next year he will become president 
of the American Historical Society, 
one of the highest honors to a his- 
torian.

Unprecedented powers are given 
the President to regulate industries 
through codes of fair competition, 
which may be set up voluntarily by 
the industries themselves, with the 
bé put into effect compulsory by 
be put ito effect compulsorily by 
the President on his own initiative.

The drastic power to 
license industry was.a special ob- 
ject of attack in the debates on the 
bill. It was first out by 
the Senaté Finance C ee and 
then restored and finally accepted 
by the Senate, The licensing power 
runs for one year. The other pro- 
visions of the bill, including sus- 
pension of the anti-trust laws 
wherever they run counter to the 
proposed codes and agreements, run 
for two years. All efforts to pre- 
vent what Clark and others called

TOON BONDS 
FOUND IN HOTEL 


} ROOM, 4 ARRESTED 


Police Seize Securities, Be- 
lieved to Have Been 
Stolen and Brought Here 
for Sale. 


Four men, one a St. Louis lawyer, 
were arrested for questioning yes- 
terday by detectives who found 
$62,700 in bonds, thought to have 
been stolen, and a pistol in a room 
in a downtown hotel. Detectives 
think the bonds were brought here 
for sale. 

The arrests were made during the 
afternoon after the detectives had 
trailed the men for several hours 
in the downtown district. The men 
denied knowledge of the bonds or 
the pistol and said they were not 
acquainted with each other. 

‘Tracing the number on the pistol, 
a .45 caliber automatic, the de- 
tectives found it was one of about 
75 taken in a burglary of the Na- 
tional Guard Armory at De Soto, 
Mo., last *November. The securi- 
ties included $33,000 in purported 
bonds of the Board of Education 
of Wichita, Kan., $28,700 in Liberty 
Bonds and $1000 in bonds of the 
Consolidated Gas Co. 

After the arrest. of four other 
men here in January, 1932, in con- 
nection with the attempted sale of 
counterfeit bonds of the Wichita 
Board of Education, it was an- 
nounced that about $500,000 of the 
counterfeit bonds were in exist- 
ence, of which about $30,000 had 
been traced. In April, 1932, two 
men were arrested in a downtown 
hotel when police found about 
$26,000 of the purported school 
board bonds in their possession. 

Former Convict Arrested. 

Three of the men arrested yes- 
terday are St. Louisans, one an as- 
sociate of gangsters, and the fourth 
is a former convict from Kansas 
City. 

Yesterday morning Detective Ser- 
geants Shelton and Cliffe went toa 
downtown drug store on informa- 
tion that several men would meet 
there to arrange for discussion of a 
deal to sell stolen securities. 

Seeing three men in animated 
conversation, they trailed one af 
them, the lawyer, to his office and 
back to the drug store. The men 
seperated but several of them re- 
assembled in the hotel. The de- 
tectives followed one of them to 
a room, where they arrested him 
after finding the pistol and a card- 
board box containing the bonds. 
He denied knowing of the bonds 
and said he had taken the room 
“to sell whisky.” 

The lawyer was taken in custody 
in his office, the former convict in 
the lobby of the hotel, and the man 
known to police as an associate of 
gangsters in an automobile outside 
the hotel.

_ day —France Likely to 
Default Again.

SY VASHINGTON, June 10.—Part 
payment of war debts from Great 
Britain and Italy appeared likely 
tonight after a round of confer- 
ences involving President Roose- 
velt; his advisers and foreign diplo- 
mats, 

While London dispatches reflect- 
ed sentiment there for this method 
of meeting the June 15 due date, 
Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British 
Ambassador, presented orally a 
communication on the debts from 
his Government to ‘the chief execu- 
tive. 

The iatter called in Acting Sec- 
retary Phillips of the State Depart- 
ment and Assistant Secretary. Mo- 
ley and together they discussed the 
London message. Soon afterward 
Sir Ronald called upon Phillips. 

Hardly had the Briton departed, 
than the Acting Secretary received 
Ambassador Rosso of Italy, who, 
upon leaving, indicated that, while 
a final decision had still to be 
reached, a part payment was prob- 
able. 

Meanwhile information from 
Paris told of an increasing like- 
lihood that France would default 
for a second time, adding $40,738,- 
000 to the $19,263,432 amount by 
which that country already is in 
arrears. 

Payments Due Thursday. 

On Thursday the semi-annual 
installments on the funded war 
debts will be due from 13 coun- 
tries. They total $144,179,674. Great 
Britain’s share comprises more than 
half of this, amounting to $75,950,- 
000. Italy’s installment is $13,545,- 
438. 

Awaiting definite word of what 
will happen when the installments 
fall due, observers looked to Lon- 
don and R»me for definite pro- 
nouncements by the governments 
there. Tomorrow night, Ambassa- 
dor Rosso said, Premier Mussolini 
will deliver an address on Italian 
foreign policies in which he is ex- 
pected to discuss the war debts and 
indicate what course Italy will pur- 
sue on June 15. 

Previous indications had been 
that Italy was waiting for Great 
Britain to act and would fellow th? 
lead of the London Government. 
Rumania, owing an even million 
dollars, had frankly said she would 
do whatever Great Britain does. 

Rooseve!t’s attitude toward the 
debt payments has been that pay- 
ment is expected and that any move 
for revision must ofiginate with 
the debtor nations. 

Notifications to all the debtor 
countries of their obligations due 
Thursday were delivered today 
through diplomatic channels. 


Chamberlain to Outline Policy to 
Commons Tuesday. 

LONDON, June i10.—Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Neville Chamber- 
lain will tell the House of Com- 
monds Tuesday what the British 
Government intends to do about the 
$75,950,000 war debt payment due 
che United States on Thursday. 

This was made known today, but 
there was no official word about 
the method of dealing with the pay- 
ment. For weeks informed opinion 
here has agreed that Britain would 
negotiate some arrangement satis- 
factory to both countries and would 
avoid default. 

This unofficial view still was held 
tonight. It was expected that 
Chamberlain probably would take 
the same line as with the last Brit- 
ish payment in December to the 
effect that any payment made 
would be in the nature of a capital 
installment toward final liquidation 
of the war debt. 

While the majority of the British 
cabinet has stood firm against de- 
fault at all costs, several ministers, 
it is understood, have continued 
their opposition to any payment at 
all to the very last. 

As the cabinet acts as a unit the 
minority opinion is not likely to 
affect the present situation. The 
whole position, it is understood, can 
still be changed before Chamber- 
lain makes his statement before the 
House, but the general view is that 
Brirtain will seek to handle the 
payment in a modified form of the 
method used for the installment 
last December. 


CLARK AND HUEY LONG IN TILT 
OVER VOTES ON INDUSTRY BILL 


Former Says Long Denounced 
Measure, Then Voted for It; 
Louisianian Retorts in Kind. 
WASHINGTON, Jene 10.—Sena- 
tor Clark of Missouri and _ the 
Louisiana Kingfish engaged in ‘a 
mild tilt on the Senate floor to- 

day. 

Clark opened fire by pointing out 
that Long had voted for the indus- 
trial control bill after an oratorical 
blast against it.

LONDON, June 10.—Statesmen

Three key men—possibly one an 
American—will guide the proceed- ) 
ings of the conference under pres- 
ent plans. 

It was understood in informed 
quarters tonight that the organiza- 
tion set up would include the crea- 
tion of two committees, one on 
monetary matters, the second on 
general economic questions includ- 
ing tariffs. 

The chairman of these two com- 
mittees together with Premier Ram- 
say MacDonald as chairman of the 
eonference will hold the most im- 
portant -positions in the great gath- 
ering of virtually all civilized na- 
tions. 

There also will be a steering com- 
mittee, probably headed by Mac- 
Donald. It is expected to include 
fan American. 

Hull May Head One Group. 

Cordell Hull, the United States 
Secretary of State, is in the run- 
ning for one of the big committee 
chairmanships. He is regarded as 
éspecially fitted to head the com- 
mittee on tariffs and other non- 
monetary economic problems. 
| No decision has yet been reached 
for either chairmanship, however. 
In fact, at this stage it is not def- 
inite whether the chairmen will be 
appointed by MacDonald, chosen by 
the steering committee or elected 
by the conference itself. 

The organization of the confer- 
ence was discussed at two informal 
meetings of the five American dele- 
gates today. The delegation is in 
constant touch with the British 
Foreign Office. 

James M. Cox was named tonight 
in the official journal of the con- 
ference as vice-president of the 
American delegation. This is inter- 
preted as meaning that the former 
Governor of Ohio will head the 
delegation when Secretary Hull re- 
turns to the United States after the 
opening weeks of the parley. 

Cox has been hard at work, grant- 
ing no interviews. 

The Greek and Italian delegations 
are lodged at the same hotel. The 
Cubans and Argentines will arrive 
probably tomorrow.

ALDERMEN TAKE UP 
6 HOURDAY BILL 


It Also Provides Contractors on 
City Work Must Pay Pre- 
vailing Wage. 


A bill which would make manda- 


tory the 8-hour-day and payment of 
the prevailing wage by contractors 
engaged in work for the city was 
approved yesterday by the Legisla- 
tion Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen. It is slated for passage 
tomorrow or Tuesday under sus- 
pension of rules. 

The measure was introduced by 
Emmett Goltien, vice-president of 
the board. It defines the “prevail- 
ing” wage as that specified in the 
so-called standardization ordinance, 
which means, in the case of union- 
ized crafts, the union scale. 

A similar ordinance was passed 
more than 10 years-ago during the 
administration of Mayor Kiel, but 
was repealed after the Chamber of 
Commerce and others had protest- 
ed that it placed the city at a dis- 
advantage in getting needed public 
improvements done. 

The present bill would require 
stipulation of the 8-hour-day and 
prevailing wage in all contracts. 
Fines of $50 to $500 are provided 
for violation. 

Such an ordinance has been ad- 
vocated by labor unions ever since 
the former one was repealed. Labor 
men have complained that bond is- 
sue funds were used to employ 
non-union workmen from other cit- 
ies, who worked more than eight 
hours a day and were paid less than 
the prevailing wage. That com- 
plaint was made a year ago when 
the Compton Heights reservoir was 
covered with concrete.

The third factor toward holding the rural

The village must have 
electric light, washing machines, telephones, 
a movie house, radios, and a street system 
facilitating the traffic of rural products and 
the movements of men. If the village looks 
like a prison, the farmer will be induced to 
escape, 

Other Factors Involved. 

_But the return to the soil, rather than the 
staying on the soil, has a presumption which 
involves everything—the solution of which is 
necessary. I mean the solution of the agri- 
cultural crisis. 

I said elsewhere, and I confirm it here, 
that agriculture is the first to slump in a 
crisis and the last to recover. Indebtedness 
of agriculture in all countries has reached 
hyperbolical figures and the hardships of 
farmers are cruel, 

In certain countries, radical measures have 
been adopted, such as compulsory reduction 
of interest, or a moratorium, or suspension 
of confiscation on the part of creditors. My 
Government has pursued a policy of interven- 
tion by the State without, however, effecting 
too radical changes, whose consequences 
sometimes cannot be foreseen. 

I have said oftentimes’ that, if surgery 
can be resorted to in politics, it is not always 
the same thing in economics where medicine 
is more efficacious, even though it has to be 
drastic at times. 

Measures adopted by the Fascist Govern- 
ment for improving the lot of national agri- 
culture, which has been particularly hard in 
certain’ districts of North Italy, have been 
manifold. The principal ones are the follow- 
ing: 

First, adequate customs protection for cer- 
tain commodities without, however, resorting 
to the wretched quota system. 

Second, special measures in favor of dis- 
tricts which have been hit more severely than 
others, “Consisting of contributions by the 
State to the payment of interest on heavier 
debts, .., 

Third, payment by the State of 6,000,000 
lire a year for the duration of 30 years in 
favor of the Agricultural Consortiums Asso-| 
ciation, which is the body that supplies agri- 
culturists with machinery, fertilizers ‘and 
seeds. | ; 

Fourth, unamortizable loans to particular- 


ly efficient farmers in the proportion of 46,- 


000,000 lire per year for, the duration of 25 
, years. 
Italy Pays the Bill. 

The total burden placed on the Italian 
Treasury in consequence of these measures 
reached, even though apportioned in many 
years, 1,740,000,000 lire, which, if capitalized 
at their present value, represent about 900,- 
000,000 lire. 

These and other measures that are being 
planned have not solved the agriculturad 
crisis, but have certainly helped improve the 
situation. 

The real solution lies in a rise of prices 
and a rise will not be the result of monetary 
maneuvers, but of increased power of con- 
sumption. This will be in consequence of a 
general situation which may make possible 
business recovery in a political atmosphere 
based on collaboration and world peace.

New Style of Architecture Is 
Employed, and Electrical Dis- 
plays Are Superior, But 1933 
Lacks Volume and Variety of 
Exhibits the Earlier Shows 
Had—Few Foreign Displays, 


Plenty of Amusements.

EOPLE are asking: . 
P Is the Chicago world’s fair worth go- 
ing to see? 

Is it equal to the best expositions of the 
past—-those of Chicago in 1893 and St. Louis 
in 1904? ? 

The answer is yes and no. Yes, to the 
first question. No, to the second. . 

-Chicago’s A Century of Progress, popu- 
larly called the 1933 World’s Fair, is worth 
the price of admission, and, with its asso- 
ciated attractions, is well. worth traveling 
from a distance to see. If the exposition-goers 
of 40 and 29 summers ago got more for their 
money, that was their good luck. The fairs 
they saw can now be seen only in memory 
and in picture books. The big tax-raised sub- 
sidies which built them are not being given 
now, and foreign nations are not sending cost- 
ly exhibits merely because some prominent 
American goes over and asks them to. 

But whatever the comparison in dollars 
and floor acreage, this year’s fair is good 
entertainment, well diversified, and it serves 
the purpose indicated by William McKinley 
when he said in his last speech at Buffalo, 
“Expositions are the timekeepers of progress.” 


Latest Style in Fairs. 

In fact, it is convincingly likely that Chi- 
cago, which in 1893 set the style in exposi- 
tions for a generation, has again given the 
builders of fairs, big and little, a pattern 
which they will be following for the next two 
or three decades. 

Then, it was Chicago’s White City which 
was copied by the builders of later fairs, in- 
cluding the bigger and costlier one in St. 
Louis. Now, the water fronts reflect the 
walls and towers of pastel palaces, only one- 
fifth of the painted surface being white. 
Twenty-four colors have been used, showing 
the moderation of Joseph Urban, who had 
more than 40 colors in the spectrum. to 
choose from. 

The World’s Columbian and Lantelane Pur- 
chase Expositions had central groups of im- 
posing edifices of clasgical designs, plaster- 
coated to look like stone, on sculpture-lined 
avenues. Ornamented richly without, the 
buildings within‘ were plain sheds where the 
visitor was supposed to admire the exhibits, 
and not to mind bare beams or rough edges. 
Windows and skylights were abundant, and 
electricity, used with circumspection because 
of the gregt fire hazard, gave supplementary 
lighting. ; 

The present fair’s builders planned and did 
differently. They scrapped outdoor statuary, 
and no one has to ask whose bust that is, or 
what some group symbolizes. They rejected 
Greek pillars and Spanish turrets, and erect- 
ed flat, windowless walls, with square shaft 
towers, some plane surfaces of blue, green 
or orange, some fluted or ribbed. They made}

interiors smooth and ornate; they made all 
lighting artificial, and they used asbestos in 
such quantities that most of the buildings 
are deemed fireproof, an assumption not yet 
put to the ultimate test, 


Architecture Conceals Size. 


Some of the walls, as those of the General 
Exhibits group, seem to belong to billboards 
rather than to buildings. In most cases, the 


effect is to conceal the size of the main struc- 
tures, the extent of which is not fealized un- 
til one walks through or around them. The 
Agricultural Building looks like a concrete 
viaduct, and the great green box which up- 
holds and largely hides the dome of the Trav- 
el. and Transport Building also screens the 
rést of that big structure. The Electrical 
group, with Egyptian. pylons at its water 
front, and the Hall of Science, first large 
building to confront the visitor arriving by 
the main entrance, show their size to better 
advantage than the others. 

When I saw the fair, soon after its open- 
ing, the buildings, lighting and color effects 
were still the chief attraction to a public 


drawn largely from Chicago and its suburbs. 


With the school vacation season and with 
the completion of farmers’ delayed planting, 
a rush of motor and rail tourists is expect- 
ed. Then it may appear whether this down- 
town fair and its Midway can capture the 
American public as the fair at Jackson Park, 
and its Midway Plaisance, captured the folks 
from the 44 states and five territories of 
Grover Cleveland’s day. 

Can the polychrome flood lights and gas 
tubes of these exposition nights, dazzlingly 
wonderful, but widely familiar,. bring such 
gasps of admiration as did the dim bulbs of 
red, white and blue strung dround the edge 
of the old Grand Basin, or seen through the 
spray of the Art Hill cascades? Can the 
rocket car thrill an airwise age as the Fer- 
ris wheel thrilled its customers in Chicago 
and St. Louis? And can any. of the conces- 
sions gain the attention of press, pulpit and 
corner grocery as did the Streets of Cairo?

. Repeated statements have appeared in 
the press setting forth Gov. Futrell’s, view 
that all State obligations are co-equal, 
and, by implication, leaving the impres- 
sion that the udiation will be some- 
thing in the nature of what might be 
allied “co-repudiation of co-equal obliga- 
tions,” regardless of the actual contracts 
made and entered into when the bonds 
_. were issued and equally regardless of 
what was understood as being the “full 
_ faith and credit of the State.” Notwith- 


. standing all this, however, it now is open- 


ly stated that if the State of Pennsylvania 
sues on the bonds held, the State of Ar- 
kansas will rely upon the priority of the 
road district bonds which were first as- 
sumed and which, therefore, constitute 
a first claim under Act No. 11 of 1927, 
No. 80 of 1927-and No. 65 of 1929 of the 
Arkansas General Assembly. 

Such a position would seem inconsistent 
with either the co-equality or the full 
faith and credit position which should 
be taken by a great State. A vaciliating 
position seems to destroy confidence in 
both positions. 

Failure to pay just debts is repudia- 
tion.

| value was frequently spoken of as the international 
jgold standard. Although this pre-war gold standard 


‘was not perfect in its operations, tnternational trade 
flourished under it. To those countries which were 
floundering in the morass of inflation in the early 


|] post-war period, a return to the monetary conditions 


of 1914 seemed the ideal, A few, countries returned 
to gold before 1925, and England’s resumption of 
specie payments in that year was soon followed by 
similar action in almost all of Europe and South 
America. By 1928, most of the world was back on 
the gold standard. 

The developments of the past four years have been 
a sad blow to the hopes of those who felt that the 
restoration of the technical provisions of the inter- 
national gold standard meant that the monetary sys- 
tems of the world would function as they did before 
1914, These four years have revealed something 
that was not generally appreciated. The internation- 
al gold standard of pre-war days was more than the 
mere existence of particular monetary statutes in 
the principal countries: It was an economic institu- 
tion whose successful functioning was dependent 
upon certain practices and traditions. 

The annual international trade of the world was 
much greater than its total gold supply. Debtor 
countries made large payments to creditors without 
disruption of monetary systems. This was possible 
because imports were paid for by the export of goods, 
and debtors made payments by commodity move- 
ments and not through gold shipments. The small 
gold flows which did. occur fostered the price move- 
ments upward and downward that facilitated these 
trade adjustments. Tariffs, particularly in creditor 
countries, were much lower than they have been 
since the war. Monopolies, cartels and similar 
organizations to maintain prices, although important, 
did not play the dominant part in economic life that 
they have in the past decade. There was sufficient 
flexibility in the world’s economic set-up to permit 
adjustments to take place without breaking the gold 
standard, 

The international gold standard of the period after 
1925 was technically ‘little changed from that of 
1914, but the conditions unter which it functioned 
were very different. War debts, reparations, in- 
creased private indebtedness and the setting up of 
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Betore 1914, the principal countries of the world 
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new frontiers in Europe called for a flexibility of 


international economic life, a capacity for change in) 


response to new conditions, In the face of this sit 


uation, however, the post-war economic system took) 


on ap extreme rigidity, marked by high tariffs, quotas 


and price-fixing schemes of one sort or another, both | 


domestic and international. For nearly a decade, 
large foreign lending by the United States gave a 
temporary equilibrium in the balance of payments of 
debtor countries, but left a still greater problem of 
adjustment to be met when lending stopped after 
1929. z 

The strain created by this pressure for adjustment, 
coming to bear upon a rigid international economic 
structure, goes far to explain the collapse of the gold 
standard in the last two years. The abrupt stoppage 
of foreign lending, much of which had been unwise, 
put a severe strain on the balance of payments of 
debtor countries; gold moved to settle debts which 
would have been paid in goods had not tariffs inter- 
fered; producers in creditor countries found export 
markets dwindling when investors no longer bought 
foreign bonds. ; 

Bimetalism or a paper standard on an internation- 
al scale is conceivable, but at the present time both 
seem outside the realm of political possibility. Hence, 
when men talk of the necessity of having an inter- 
national monetary standard, they generally mean the 
restoration on a world-wide scale of the gold stand- 
ard. If this reconstructed gold standard is to func- 
tion successfully, it must have an economic environ- 
ment different from that of the past decade. Upon 
the gold reserves of central banks must not be thrown 
the burden of debt adjustment that should be made 
through commodity movements. Tariff barriers must 
not prevent these movements, price-fixing must not 


hamper necessary price changes. The profitable in-|" 


terchange of goods in international trade must be 
resumed. 

It is heartening that in the agenda of the economic 
conference considerations of this nature are given an 
important place in the discussion of the restoration 
of the international gold standard. There is an appre- 
ciation of the fact that its restoration is not a sepa- 
rate problem, but is part of a larger question of po- 
litical stability, tariffs and similar trade restrictions, 
international lending and central bank co-operation. 
A statesman-like handling of these problems will re- 
move most of the difficulties in the way of the resto- 
ration on a firm basis of the international gold 


standard.

Such topics ‘as 
trees—-tall, majestic, with shading branches, their 
leaves registering every suggestion of a breéze. 

How many persons know that from our hillsides 
and plains have gone native American trees that now 
grow in beauty and usefulness in every quarter of 
the globe? How many know that the United States 
produces the greatest variety of economic forest 
trees and that other nations have selected freely 
from them in their work of reforestation? Very few, 
but such is the case. Darel McConkey, formerly of 
West Virginia University, has made it the subject 
of an illuminating article in American Forests. 

So far as this investigator has been able to dis- 
cover, the emigration of our Eastern arbor vitae, in 
1566, to Germany was the first introduction of an 
American tree into Europe. Shortly before the set- 
tlement at Jamestown, our black locust was taken 
to Germany. Through the intervening centuries, <it 
has spread over the whole continent, thanks to the 
absence of the locust borer, growing even better than 
in the land of its nativity. Anne, daughter of James 
II, was on the throne when the American white pine 
landed in England, soon to move across the channel 
and become a naturalized citizen of seycral countries. 

The Douglas fir, named for the English plant 


hunter who found it on the Pacific coast, hag become 
the most successful of all European importations from 
America. It now grows from Scandinavid to the Bal- 
kans and from Scotland to the Carpathians—and, 
what igs more, it grows much more rapidly than at 
home. There are many other instances of curious 
change, due to a new environment. Our green bay, 
an important timber tree, in Europe became a shrub, 
generally grown against a trellis. 

Perhaps the most unusual of our straying trees is 
the Monterey pine, commonly called the “remark- 
able pine.” Its native heath is the California coast. 
Just 100 years ago, Douglas took it to England and 
thence it went to Australia and New Zealand, where 
it today covers thousands of acres formerly barren 
of trees. Those far-off lands call it “‘the North’s 
great gift to the Antipodes.” : 

Europe grows our red oak and red gum, our ma- 
ples-and poplars. The American who tours the world 
will find his juniper in India, his box elder in Man- 
churia, his slash pine in Zululand, his citrus trees 
in South America, his mesquite in Hawaii. 

Thers are many other wanderers among our 1100 
tree sp¢*ies, but these will suffice. Surely, there has 
been a cooling breeze blowing through™ this recital 
of their globe-trotting. 


Do those curiously perverted reasoners who assert 
that a good war just now would restore prosperity 
consider the costs of the World War? That conflict 
jg still going on, says Dr. James T. Shotwell, profes- 
sor of history at Columbia University, and its last 
battle is the present world-wide depression. Dr, 
Shotwell looks beyond the casualty lists, the war 
expenditures and the debts to consider the greater 
costs of the war—the ruin it has wrought in the post- 
war economic structure. Capital, trade and industry 
are terribly mismanaged, he concedes, but even so, 
the world might muddle through were it not for the 
obstacle of recovery from war, which “destroys the 
prosperity of years to come as well as of those gone 
by.” Nor can the’ destroyed capital be restored by

internal writing off of the debts, as in Germany, or 
by international cancelation. The future must be 
mortgaged anew to get fresh capital to restore indus- 
try, so the war debts reappear, in another guise, to 
handicap future generations. 

The gains of the momentary war boom are lost in 
the subsequent reaction. War means one doubtful 
step forward in prosperity, and 10 long steps back- 
ward. Further, one war breeds another, with all its 
attendant destruction. As Premier MacDonald said 
on his visit to America: “The one certain thing about 
a war is that it makes another one certain.” The 
peace movement is an important part of any program 
to restore world equilibrium. Those who prescribe a 
good war as a remedy defeat their own interests. 


Jewish Rights Before the League 


Now that the matter of Jewish persecutions in 
Germany has come before the League of Nations 
Council, the Nazi Government’s anti-Semitic atti- 
tude hag been somewhat modified, at least by the 
German delegate’s pledge at Geneva. The matter is 
apparently a domestic affair, although it has aroused 
the greatest international concern, However, a means 
was found for bringing it into the League's jurisdic- 
tion. Franz Bernheim, a Jew who had lost his em- 
ployment in Upper Silesia because of the Nazi orders, 
drew up a petition citing the German-Polish conven- 
tion of 1932, in which Germany pledged “full and 
complete protection of life and liberty to all inhabi- 
tants of Germany, without. distinction of birth, na- 
tionality, language, race or religion.” The petition

If Germany modifies \her Jewish policy in Upper 
Silesia, will it not be found necessary to do likewise 
all over the Reich? The barbarous tactics toward 
Jews and other minorities have roused world. senti- 
ment against Germany. It has been obvious for some 
time that other nations would continue to be suspi- 
clous of a government that pursued such practices.

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A Prophetic Book? 


THE NEW BACKGROUND OF SCIENCE. 


By Sir James Jeans. (The Macmillan Co., 
New York. City.) 


| T appears now that as long ago as 1912 


it was possible to prophesy with accuracy 

the genera] direction in which the s0- 
called practical world would drift, and the 
general nature of the results of that direc- 
tion. This appears possible because it was 
done; and even if it had not been done, the 
possibility would be apparent from the van- 
tage point of the present. 


Yet, curiously enough, such prophecy — 


would have seemed, in the conventional way 
of seeing, to be based upon the flimsiest of 
data. It may seem so still: for the stuff 
of the future, out of which valid social 
prophecy may be wrought, is not, in the 
view here set forth, the materia] fact of the 
moment. This stuff of the future is to be 
sought in the immateria] realm of chang- 
ing persuasions, theories and beliefs, which 
may seem to have no connection whatever 
with the practical doings of men; and yet, 
in the long run, they will prove to be a con- 
trolling factor in shaping the material 
world of “practical” men. 

The year 1912 is mentioned because at 
about that time those disintegrating forces, 
which may be given the common name of 
“impressionism,” were sweeping like a hur- 
ricane through ‘the “impractical” realm of 
all the higher human values. The gale had 
been freshening for some time, as we see 
now; but such winds are scarcely to be rec- 
ognized until they have developed sufficient 
force to set old signboards flying all over 
the place; and the signboards began to fly 
merrily along about 1912. Impressionism is 
used here as a blanket term for those an- 
archic forces, for the reason that the term 
signifies the individualistic way of regard- 
ing the world, as opposed to a social way.

If, at the time, some philosopher had 
pointed out to the most intelligent prac- 
tical man of affairs in the street what was 
being done, for instance, in the realm of 
esthetic values, the practical man would 
have shrugged his shoulders, remarking 
something to the effect that he “should 


worry” about the “nutty” doings of poets, 


painters and their inconsequential breed. — 

Perhaps the philosopher would have been 
no more effective had he attempted to show 
how the anarchic forces at work in, poetry,

The practi 
man of affairs would have felt safe within 
his going, practical world, being certain that 
there is no reality save that which common 
sense may grasp, weigh, measure and 
nipulate at will.

Ford Not Represented. 

The two motor concerns men- 
tioned are exhibiting in a big way— 
the “G. M.” of the larger building 
can be seen almost from the other 
end of the grounds. Henry Fore, 
whom some would credit with hav- 
ing aided in the progress of the 
century, is not listed among the ex- 
hibitors of A Century of Progress. 

The Dairy Building of the agri- 
cultural group is devoted to glori- 
fying the American cow and in- 
creasing her yield of butter fat. 
Here a large model cow is shown in 
compartments, with bullet-headed 
robots in each compartment work- 
ing busily at the processes of com- 
pression and mixing by which the 
preferably contented bossie con- 
verts green grass into white milk. 
This exhibit is good for a deep, 
healthful laugh. 

In the almost unsightly General 
Exhibits Building, a rambling neo- 
warehouse in five sections, are the 
products not falling under other 
massifications. At earlier exposi- 
tions, the Manufactures and Varied 
Industries Buildings served the 
same purpose. In this building are 
an African diamond mine, with dia- 
mond-bearing soil brought from 
Kimberley, a Gutenberg printing 
shop with Johann’s original press, 
and oil-refining and textile process 
exhibits. 

New Houses, Steel or Glass. 

Most of the 11 exhibit model 
houses of the home planning group 
were still unopened when I was at 
the Fair, but wives were dragging 
their husbands through the Stran- 
steel house, built by Detroit archi- 
tects on plans furnished by a house-} 
keeping magazine, and figured to 
cost $7900, exclusive of equipment 
and, of course, exclusive of site 
cost.

rods which make the house virtu- 
ally one piece, of a limestone-shale 
compound, of cypress lumber, of 
colored glass bricks, and of clear 
glass, with interior drapes for shad- 
ing and privacy.

Golden Pavilion of Jehol. 

Serenely disregardful of the new 

architecture around it, the Gold2n 


ple, stands near the Hall of Science. 
Its exterior is beautiful; its in- 
terior/ to which admission is 
charged, is a gorgeous show of the 
intricate lore of polytheism, with 
weather deities, dragons, Buddhas, 
prayer wheels, trumpets, gongs and 
masks. The Pavilion was built in 
the city of the Manchu emperors, 
where its original stands, was 
brought to the Fair in 28,000 pieces, 
and was assembled and painted by 
Chinese artisans and artists. It 
gives the visitor one of his most 
interesting half hours. 

The Maya Temple, reproduction 
of the Nunnery of Uxmal, Yucatan, 
is classed among the main exhibit 
structurés,.and has no pay gate. 
Archeologists of Tulane University, 
New Orleans, designed the replica 
and collected the casts and photo- 
graphs shown within, showing 
ruins and remnants of tropical 
America at a time probably before 
the Christian era. 

The Fine Arts Department of 
the Fair is not on the grounds, but 
at the Art Institute on Michigan 
boulevard. Whistler’s Portrait of 
My Mother, loaned by the Louvre 
and seen recently at the St. Louis 
Art Museum, is perhaps the most 
famed item of a loan collection, as- 
sembled for this occasion, which 
is valued at many millions, and 
which includes old masters, works 
of the past century and the con- 
temporary peridd. 

Nearer to the exposition: grounds, 
and included in its publicity broad- 
casts, are Field Museum. of ‘Nat- 
ural History and Shedd Aquarium,

ture, what matters most at present 
is to explain that monstrous infla- 
tion of credit, for what reasons it 
was rendered possible. By its con- 
sequences it has heen and must 
still be one of the most painful of 
the new experiments made by the 
world since 1914. Let us hope that 
it will also prove to be one of the 
most instructive. 

That inflation of credit is usually 
attributed to pride, folly or some- 
times merrily the stupidity of 
American bankers. “Mad, senseless, 
absurd, preposterous,” that is how 
it is judged by Europe and by 
books. However, it yet remains to 
be s¢en why the Americans allowed 
themselves to. be so easily carried 
away to the point not only of bor- 
rowing, but also of lending such 
enormous amounts. . 

It required no genius to foresee 
that prosperity brought on by in- 
filation of credit could not last; a 
little common sense would have 
been sufficient. Mistrust is a pro- 
fessional quality of_all keepers of 
treasure, bankers included. Ameri- 


can bankers possess quite as much 


of it as European ones; what 
strange spell sent their mistrust to 
sleep and blinded them after 1914? 


The solution of that riddle is also 


to be found in the World War. The 
inflation of credit that upset Amer- 


ican society was the result of the 


abundance of money suffered or 
enjoyed by the United States after 
1915; and that abundance was yet 
another result of the war. 


“We know that in time of peace 


trade among nations is carried on 
by means of an exchange of goods 
and services. Gold only intervenes 
as a means of payment to settle 
small active or passive differences 
in international accounts. Even the 
interest or capital borrowed abroad 
is in the normal course of events 
paid in kind.

» MONG those pres- 
ent at the “‘Yyhite 
House discussions 
which grecged; the 
machinery tar. the 
World Econod mic 
Conference in Lon- 
don was none oth- 
er than that well-known statesman, 
Mickey Mouse. Mickey and Minnie and 
Clarabelle Cow and Horace Horsecol- 
lar, the flatfooted nag, and Pluto, the 
grateful dog, danced into the library 
with the coffee and cigarettes and 
when the lights were switched on 
again the Prime Minister of England 
and the envoy of France were in 
stitches. 

This was not an unusual triumph 
for Mickey. King George and Queen 
Mary, and perhaps other rulers too 
dignified to admit it, have a soft spot 
for him, also. Tokio children clap their 
hands and snout approval of Miki 
Kuchi. Spain knows him as Miguel 
Ratonocito, Germany as Michael Maus 
and France as Michel Souris. He is 
more popular in foreign countries than 
Charlie Chaplin in his heyday. He has 
more followers than Chevalier, Garbo, 
Dietrick and Marie Dressler put to- 
gether. His fan mall is the biggest Hol- 
lywood has ever seen. Unquestionably, 
Mickey is one of the strong men of 
Hollywood. Once an orphan of the 
West Coast colony, he is now the 
adored of exhibitors. He jams houses 
and causes’ wholesale abdominal 
spasms. While flesh-and-blood stars 
fear to appear in more than half a 
dozen films a year, Mickey swaggers 
through 18 pictures annually and his 
popularity bounces on. One observer 
writes that Mickey appeals because, 
like Chaplin, he is the little fellow 
trying to do the best he can. This is 
as good a guess as any but it is more 
fun to laugh than to analyze and one 
is less apt to make a mistake.

Situation by Authorizing the Sale of the 


New Beer in Defiance of the LL 
wa

ATLANTA, Georgia. 
EER drinking is 
attended with a 
special pleasure in 
Georgia these days. 
In quaffing the 3.2 
brew Georgians 
may experience not 
only the uplift of 
the spirit ordinarily 
associated with this 

activity but the further satisfaction of 
thumbing their noses with impunity 
at the State bone dry law. In 14 towns, 
at least, they can drink legitimate 
beer without fear of molestation by 
the police despite the fact that it is 
forbidden by State statute. 

The explanation is that there is a 
beer revolution on in Georgia. Four- 
teen municipalities have revolted 
against the State prohibition law and 
have authorized by ordinance the sell- 
ing of beer. They have levied taxes on 
the business and are collecting much- 
needed revenue from it. 

Governor Eugene Talmadge, _ al- 
though he has refused to call an extra 
session of the Legislature to have the 
State dry law modified to exempt beer 
from its prohibitions, apparently is not 
disposed to try to force the 14 towns 
to obey the State law. As a matter of 
fact, there doesn’t seem to be much 
that he could do with these recalci- 
trant cities. Their police are under 
municipal control. The Governor has 
no power to remove Mayors or Sher- 
iffs. And: he can’t call out the militia 
except to prevent disturbances or quell 
riots. The sale of beer is causing no 
riots in the 14 towns; their residents 
are getting their beer and taxes from 
it and appear to be in quite a pleas- 
ant frame of mind. The only cogniz- 
ance the law has taken of the situation 
was a raid by the Sheriff of Fulton 
County. 

It was historic Savannah, founded 
200 years ago by General James Ed- 
ward Oglethorpe, that started the beer 
revolution. This was rather astonish- 
ing, for Savannah is a center of con- 
servatism, of tradition, of social cus- 
toms that date back to days before the 
Civil War. But Savannah looked about 
and saw that all states adjoining Geor- 
gia except Alabama had legalized beer, 
and that from them plenty of 3.2 brew 
was flowing into Georgia to the profit 
of bootleggers but not of state or 
cities. So just after it had finished 
celebrating its two hundredth birthday 
—which was also the tivo hundredth 
birthday of Georgia—Savannah adopt- 
ed an ordinance permitting the sale of 
3.2 beer in the city. And in a very 
short time these 13 other cities had 
followed her example: Atlanta, Savan- 
nah Beach, Thunderbolt, Lincolnton, 
Eatonton, Cochran, Metter, Graymont- 
Summit, Vidalia, Leesburg, Douglas, 
Alma and Quitman. 

The prelude to the beer revolution 
was the last regular session of the 
Legislature, which began in January 
of this year. A bill legalizing beer was 
presented, but nothing was done about 
it. In fact, Georgia newspapers claim 
this sessicn of the Legislature set a 
world’s record for doing nothing of 
any kind—during working hours. 

Concerning this record of the as- 
sembly, the Atlanta Constitution said 
editorially: ‘‘The charge is openly 
made that the chaos of the last legis-- 
lative session was largly attributable 
to shad dinnere, lobby-sponsored ca- 
rousals and other indulgences keep- 
ing the members of the legislative 
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assembly from the discharge of the 
duties for which they were elected.’’ 

And the Walton Tribune remarked: 
“About the best thing that can be said 
of the recent session of the Georgia 
Legislature is that it is over at last.’’ 

After the Legislature had ad- 
journed, neighboring states passed 
beer bills and it soon became appar- 
ent that there would be lots of beer 
in Georgia but State and local govern- 
ments would reap no benefit from it. 
There resulted an insistent demand 
for a special session of the Legislature 
to legalize the 3.2 beverage. City 
councils, grand juries and finally 
members of the Legislature itself ap- 
pealed to Governor Talmadge to call 
the session. 


UT the Governor refused. He 
B cctenaec his refusal by various 

pronouncements. In one he said 
the people of Georgia didn’t. want beer. 
On another occasion he said: ‘‘You 
can’t settle the prohibition question by 
legalizing beer. The church people, 
through the best of intentions, brought 
this prohibition question about, and 
they are the ones that ought to settle 
it by electing officials that will correct 
the evil it has done... You won't stop 
illicit whisky in Georgia with legal 
beer... Georgia is a hard-liquor drink- 
ing State. We may as well recognize 
that, and when we act, settle the whole 
thing.”’ 

A certain lack of confidence in the 
reputedly playful Legislature also was 
manifest when he said: ‘‘It seems that 
we didn't keep that 70-day Legisla- 
ture in session long enough, but they 
stayed here a sufficient time to table 


‘a beer bill, and now they want to get 


back. Atlanta is an attractive place, 
but if they were called back into ses- 
sion it might be the attractions would 
be so great that they would stay here 
until snow flies.’’ 

A meeting of law enforcement offi- 
cers adopted a resolution asking the 
Governor to call a special session for 
legalization of beer and he responded 
by saying that there was already 
enough beer in Georgia for anybody 
who wanted it. This provoked Mayor 


James L. Key of Atlanta to caustic 
comment. He made it to the Sunday 
school class which he teaches each 
week in a movie theater, following his 
withdrawal from Grace Methodist 
Church because the pastor objected to 
his criticism of prohibition. 

‘‘We don’t need a session of the Leg- 
islature to get beer,’’ the Mayor said. 
‘We do need action by the Governor 
and the Legislature so we can regu- 
late and tax beer we already have and 
make it do some good instead of let- 
ting it make the criminal element 
richer and stronger than it already is. 

“Governor Talmadge’s piddling a- 
round on this beer question is cost- 
ing the Stete at least $1,000,000 and 
the local governments at least $1,000,- 
000 more that they should be getting 
in revenue from beer. That makes Gov- 
ernor Talmadge a $2,000,000 luxury 
we are having to support, and in these 
times I don’t see how we can afford 
it. I don’t know anything we can do 
about it except to just go ahead and 
let the towns and cities face the facts 
as they are and adopt local or- 
dinances.’’ 

It was Mayor Key who gave the 
first serious intimation, about two 
years ago, that doubt of the wisdom 
of prohibition had begun to arise in 
the emphatically bone dry State of 
Georgia. When attending a convention 
of American Mayors in Paris, he said 
in an interview that national prohibi- 
tion was a failure and the sooner the 
law was repealed the better off the na- 
tion would be. 

This statement enraged prohibition- 
ists, and a movement to recall the 
Mayor was quickly begun. The recall 
election brought out a larger vote than 
had any other city contest in Atlanta's 
history. Mayor Key was retained in of- 
fice by an overwhelming majority.

“Strange Discovery, Made by a Boy Looking for 


Arrowheads, Gives This Missouri Town an 


Absorbing Mystery to Ponder.

HIS quiet little summer 

rescrt town of the Ozarks 

has just come to grips with 

an absorbing mystery of a 

sort it has never before 

been called upon to solve.

Was 
he simply a freak among people of 
normal stature or did he belong, pos- 
sibly, to some extinct race of stone-age 
giants who roamed over these hills be- 
fore the coming of the Indian?

Did he 
come to his end from natural causes 
or does that lone arrowhead found 
among the bones tell its own story of 
violence? Was he, perhaps, an Ozark 
Goliath brought down by some David 
of the Missouri hill country who used 
a bow and arrow instead of a sling? 


tions he is pretty likely to find a 

warm welcome in Steelville, espe- 
clally at the hands of Dr. Parker. 
Anthropologists are scarce hereabouts 
and the doctor’s fund of information 
about such things was exhausted in 
the first 20 minutes. An appeal to 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, anthropologist of 
the National Museum in Washington 
and celebrated authority on primitive 
races, is expected to help. Dr. Par- 
ker has written to him, offering to for- 
ward the skull or the whole skeleton, 
if necessary, for scientific study. 

Meanwhile, speculation is proceed- 
ing at a lively rate. The consen- 
sus of local opinion is that these prodi- 
gious bones are the remains of an In- 
dian—maybe an Osage, since the 
Osages inhabited this region a century 
or so ago—but in any case a chief. 
For, it is argued, a man of such gigan- 
tic stature must have been a chief 
among any primitive people. The skele- 
ton itself is seven and a half feet long 
without the cartilage layers that once 
separated the vertebrae, and with some 
of the bones of the feet missing. Dr. 
Parker believes the man must have 
been close to eight feet tall in life, but 
was apparently of slender build, for 


[: anybody can answer these ques- 


the bones are not of extraordinary 
size except as to length. His slender- 
ness, too, must have been accentuated, 
in appearance, at least, by the  ex- 
tremely small size of his head. With 
all his magnificent stature, this primi- 
tive chief, if chief he was, really was 
something of a pinhead. The skull 
measures only 20 inches in circum- 
ference—a pretty small skull even for 
a man of normal height. The heads of 
most average-sized men measure from 
22 to 23 inches in circumference. A 
20-inch dome perched on the shoulders 
of a giant eight feet tall must have 
looked tiny indeed. 

His brow, too, was anything but 
noble. Height of forehead, once pop- 
ularly believed to be a sort of hall- 
mark of high or low intelligence, 
has been largely discredited as such 
an indicator now, so this cave man’s 
sloping brow may not necessarily 
be regarded as a stamp of low men- 
tality. But it may be set down any- 
way as one of the cranial characteris- 
tics which fit very neatly into the gen- 
eral ‘“‘pinhead’’ picture. Of course, he 
had considerably more above the eyes 
and ears than such extremely primi- 
tive types as the Peking man, Pilt- 
down man and the Neanderthaloids. 
But he did have a low brow and, what 
is probably more significant, a very 
narrow one. His jaw, too, while not of 
the prognathous type characteristic of 
the most ancient men, was somewhat 
heavier than that of the average man 
of today. 

As to his age at the time of his 
death, there is only the condition of 
the teeth to serve as an indicator. The 
fact that most of them were still do- 
ing service would argue that he had 
not attained advanced age and the 
fact that the molars were considerab- 
ly worn would indicate he was no 
longer a stripling. 

The cave in which the skeleton was 
brought to light is not essentially dif- 
ferent from hundreds of other caves 
to be found in the limestone bluffs of 
the Ozark country except that it is 
easily accessible both from above and 
below. Many of these Ozark caves are 
not. The entrance is about 100 feet 
above the river valley and may be 
reached by a stiff climb from below 
or by means of a narrow limestone 
ledge that runs around the face 
of the cliff from above. John Puckett 
of Steelvillec, who was burn and reared 
in the vicinity and who owns the cave, 
says he has known for 50 years that 
it was once inhabited, for its floor at 
the entrance is covered with an ash 
and charcoal accumulation two or 
three feet deep. As a boy he was ac- 
customed to hunt for Indian relics in 
the place and in later, years used it as 
a livestock shelter. As the cave faces 
east, with a bluff and a heavy 
forest to protect it from winter winds 
on the west and north, it makes a cap- 
ital shelter for livestock—and for the 
same reason it made a capital dwelling 
for early races of human beings. 

A corner in the north wall just 
within the entrance formed the giant's 
tomb. The body apparently had been 
placed in a kneeling position in a shal- 
low grave dug in this niche and cov- 
ered over with about two feet of soil 
and debris scooped up from the floor 
of the cave. The skull, when found, 
lay face down. Whether the man in- 
habited the cave in life or took up his 
abode there only after death is a 
question which, like a good many oth- 
ers concerning him, has not been sat- 
isfactorily answered. In either case, it

seems evident that the cave had served 
as a human dwelling place long before 
his burial, for mixed with the ash and 
limestone debris both above and below 
the skeleton were numerous frag- 
ments of crude clay pottery—the dish 
breakage of several generations may- 
be.

refuge of a large tract of land he owns 
near Stony Point. By pooling their 
funds, he thought, and living on a co- 
operative basis they might hold out for 
a longer time. 

So, starting out merely as a home 
for unemployed, Rabinoff's camp of 
musicians developed into something 
else. The artists, finding time on their 
hands, thought it a good idea to con- 
tinue with their art in the rustic sur- 
roundings. They turned a barn into 
a rehearsa] hall and auditorium. From 
their ranks they recruited principals 
and supporting cast and produced sev- 
eral operas on a co-operative basis, 
charging little more than the village 
movie. 


HUS was the big idea born. Not- 

ing the success of his friends, 

Rabinoff set to work to mold 

their undertaking into a tremendous 

enterprise, and today it takes care of 

some 400 unemployed musicians and 
singers. 

Starting May 10, a full quota of 
vocal and instrumental artists, danc- 
ers and scenic artists, began tratning 
in Rabinoff's barn and, when the 
weather permits, under the oak trees. 

They live in log cabins they have 
built themselves and in tents contrib- 
uted by the Government. Rabinoff is 
now in Washington fighting to have 
the Government allow his troupe $1 
a day per person, as is paid to the un- 
employed now working in the refor- 
estation army 

By dint of benefit performances 
and a $1 membership campaign, $5600 
has already been raised and isin the 
bank for financing their first pro- 
duction. 

It is their intention to make a tour 
through neighboring states this sum- 
mer, giving outdoor operas wher- 
ever possible, at moderate prices, and 
in a short time to become self-sup- 
porting. 

“The time is ripe,’’ Rabinoff said, 
before starting for Washington, ‘‘to 
democratize opera in America. Our 
group means to bring this great gain 
out of the depression.”’
